STATEMENT EXPLAINING HOW THE PRESENT INVENTION CONTRIBUTES TO 

COUNTERING TERRORISM. 

Dear Sir or Madam: 

I Michael A. DiNardo, am attorney of record for Applicants. In addition, I prepared the 
originally filed application for, and am familiar with the present invention. Pursuant to § 
708.02(XI) of the MPEP, I herein provide a statement explaining how the present invention 
contributes to countering terrorism. 

Recently, dangerous powdery agents have been sent through the mails for the purposes of 
terrorizing Americans. See Press Release Comments by FBI Director Robert S. Mueller III on 
October 16, 2001 (http://www.fbi.gov/pressrel/pressrel01/muellerl01601.htm). Such powdery 
agents have included, for example, substances that contain anthrax spores. Id. The invention of 
the above identified application relates to the countering terrorism by providing a mailing envelope 
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that makes the sending of a foreign powdery substance in an envelope more difficult. In other 
words, the present invention makes the receipt of mailing envelopes that are free from dangerous 
powdery agents more reliable.
